The losses of all the German armies in 
France, as they are published by the 
Prussian Government, are about eight 
times as great as those of the Prussian 
army in the Austrian war of 1866. The 
relative mortality is also much greater. In 
the last war, of one hundred and eleven 
thousand and thirty-three killed and 
wounded on the German sie, nineteen 
thousand two hundred and ninety-six were 
killed, which torms a ratio of about seven- 
teen and a half per cent.; while in the Aus- 
trian war, of sixteen thousand two hun- 
dred and eighty-four Prussians wounded, 
but two thousand five hundred and fifty- 
three were killed, a ratio of about fitteen 
per cent. only.

No Democst is asked to admit that the 
forcible abeiition of slavery, executed by 
the Thixecpth amendment—which was 
nothing Jess than the confiscation of mil- 
lions { dollars of property, in most cases 
the property of unoffending people, and in 
many cases of women and children—was 
wise or just, It was not. It was unwise 
and unjust. A more cruel and sweeping 
act of proscription was never leveled at 
any people. It scaitered poverty broad- 
cast tbroughout the South. It made pau 
pers of millionaires. “It penetrated chan- 
cery courts, and made paupers of uncon. 
scious infants, of widows, orphans, and 
cripples incapable of conceiving rebellion 
or of bearing arms. It was not wise, be- 
cause a more gradual process, which was 
open to the Government, would have been 
infinitely better for the blacks. It was 
not just, because it was unjudging and 
indiscriminate. Nor was its method con~ 
stitutional. Force was the beginning, the 
middie, and the end of it. It was sug- 
gested by force; ordained by force, car- 
ried out by force. Yet who proposes to 
disturb it? The most sanguine of the 
Bourbons neyer hints that the Sapreme 
Court of the United States will declare it 
null and void or predicts that the Demo- 
cratic party will set it aside as soon as it 
is restored ie power. Why not? If the 
two amendments which fix the civil status 
of the already emancipated negroes are so 
objectionable (and, indeed, ag we shall 
presently show, they are objectionable 
enough), why is it that so little ado is 
made about the fundamental idea of the 
series, the origin of ail the trouble, the 
old ram-goat of ail the amendments? 

If we were going to set out on a cru- 
sade, such as allures the Bourbons, we 
should certainly begin to dig under the 
Thirteenth amendment. The Bourbons 
do not hecause they say, and very truly, 
that it has gone into effect and cannot be 
reached. This is precisely what we say of 
the Fourteenth and Fitteenth amendments, 
As far as they relate to the negro—and 
this 13 the only practical part of them 
worth considering—they have gone into 
effect and cannot be reached. To the ex- 
jent that they invade the rights of the 
States, the evil has been done. To the 
extent that they confer civil rights 
on the blacks, they have gone into effect, 
and their repeal would not deprive those 
who vote and have protection of the law 
of their civil and political guarantees, 
Equality before the law has come to be a 
matter of course everywhere. Universal 
manhood suffrage exists in most oi the 
States by local constitution. The repeal 
of the Fourteenth and Fifteenth amend- 
ments merely to restore the violated 
principle of State rights, without reaching 
apy practical® matter contained in the 
amendments, seems to us like tearing down 
a stable to get~a horse that is long since 
out and gone. We seek to restore the 
principle of local self-government. But 
we propose to restore it by practical ap- 
plications of its spirit and purpose to 
practical affairs, not by raising up ab- 
stractions and constructing visionary air 
castles to-be knocked over by the Radi- 
cals. 

We fought the amendments whilst they 
were before the country. We tought them 
up to their ratification, public aunounocee 
ment and official execution. Wecould do 
no more. We now believe that nothing 
short of successiul revolution will accom- 
pligsh their overthrow.

It it 
were possible, we believe that it would in- 
volve complications which ought to be 
avoided, and which may be avoided.

amendments out to-morrow, abolishing 
civil rights and suffrage, we should stiil 
have the negro—a terrible elephant—on 
our hands, aad harder to deal with than 
ever. 

We must wr in mind that practical 
politics can not deal exclusively in nega- 


tions, The negro is a practagal question 


not to be got rid of by the party respon- 
sible for the Government. It has cer- 
tainly been treated most abominably by 
the Republicans. Sudden and violent 
emancipation, sudden and violent recon- 
struction, sudden and _ indiscriminate 
suffrage, the use of coercion and fraud, 
carried out by wanton and corrupt agents; 
all this bas been bad enough; but it has 
bad one political merit. It has been defi- 
nite. What it aimed at was unwise; the 
negro and the country were alike unpre- 
pared; the machinery was unconstitution- 
al. It did not lack positivity, however 
and, m vacillating times like ours, the 
people instinctively cling to that 


which is diatinet. to * “het which 

promises something. The Democrats 

proposed nOthing. The Radicals did, and, 

the temper of the Northern people leaning 
that way anyhow, they have steadily stack 
to the Radical party on measures, 
which have finally entered into the Con- 
stitution. Is it expediency 
in us to take the settlement thus forced 
upon us and to build on it a policy of our 
own, suited to our altered conditions, in- 
stead of agitating for a hopeless appeal 
by the use of empty and purposeless ne- 
gations ? 

The “new departure” with us is not an 
expedient. We do not regard it “sharp” 
asa party device. Considered as a mere 
device it is weak, an obvious trick as well 
asa disturbing element. We mean it to 
be the foundation of a pohey toward the 
blacks which, ignoring the passions inci- 
dent to the amendments and conceding all 
the rights secured by them, shall start for- 
ward. with a clear purpose to treat the 
‘negro question hencetorward in a calm and 
rational spirit as a great moral and do~- 
mestic problem. The question cannot be 
dropped out of our account so long as the 
Degro remains among us in the force he 
now holds, and it will be a disquieting 
question as long as his status remains un- 
fixed and his course continues to be down- 
ward, vitiating the lower orders of society 
and cerrupting our labor system. 

The repea) of the amendments is impos- 
sible. The agitation is dangerous and 
useless. Leaving out of sight the matter 
of expediency—the attitude of the 
Northern Democracy and so on—the ar- 
gument in favor of the “new departure” 
is that, being forced upon us by necessity, 
1t is, in itselt, the beginning of @ rational 
era, leading into a more promising field of 
political economy with respect to a topic 
chiefly mischieyous when subjected to 
excited, partisan influences. 

Judge Crappock’s speech at Frankfort 
the other night afforded a fair sample Of 
the sort ot influence the Bourbons seek 
to bring to bear upon it. In general 
Judge Crappock has a quiet, cultivated, 
and not upphlosophic mind. But on this 
question he appears to us to be a mono- 
mapiac overflowing with passion and ex- 
citement and incapable of wholesome 
opinions.. Others, less honest, merely 
appeal to the ignorance of the masses tor 
selfish purposes. The “new departure,”

The coolest, clearest-headed 
poker-player in Kentucky, a State full of 
adroit poker-players, has lost often and 
over rgain. What show is there for the 
poor devil who does not play at all, but 
merely gushes? None whatever, and the 
sooner he joins the church the better for 
him. 

Just now, in the absence of more ur- 
gent topics, the question of card-playing 
is being extensively discussed in the news- 
papers; The other day the Cincinnati 
Commercial had a very instructive article 
on games of chance. The Louisville 
Commercial has for a fortnight or more 
made war upon our local Un- 
doubtedly these are healthtul signs. But 
it seems to us that the remedy lies inan 
opposite direction to that usually marked 
out. We take it that natural evils like 
gaming, drinking and prostitution, evils 
which take hold of human passions, can 
not be reached by penal legislation which 
drives them info clandestine practices and 
puts @ premium on secrecy.

It is not unlawful to 
wear your pistol in a belt around your 
waist, because it may be seen and you and 
it are rendered comparatively harmicse. 
The same principle should be extended. 
Publish vice—make it at once conspicuous 
and disreputable—and it will at once lose 
a Jarge part of its power and its charm.

Early in the spmng, when the “dashing 

gambolier” begins to prepare to change his 
abode and the young sport’s fancy lightly 
turns to thoughts of summer picking, the 
New York Tribune enlightened its readers 
with a very picturesque and mstructive 
paper on the “gay science” as it is con- 
ducted inthe great metropolis. There 
were people ill-patured enough to suggest 
that the article was published in the in- 
terest of his Majesty King Faro; but this 
may be doubied. Atthe same time it is 
to be remarked that the gambling mania 
isnot like to be abridged by writing it 
down with side notes showing where and 
how it may be gratified. The root of the 
evil lies in showing that no money is to be 
made at cards, for the foundation of gam- 
ing is,after al), that species of avarice 
which seeks sudden and large gains, and 
there is not much difference between the 
gentlemen onthe one and the other side 
of the green baize as far as morals are 
concerned. 

An uphappy fnend of ours, who has led 
-omew bat ot the lite of a sad dog ot late, 
but who may now be seen any Sunday 
sitting pretty high up in Dr. Crark’s 
church, a-swingivg of his feet under the 
pew and looking as pious as men usually 
look when they bave been disappointed in 
love or uplucky at cards, has communi- 
cated some facts to us, in confidence, the 
publication of which seem to be justified 
by the ends of good morality. Our friend 
is an ardent Democrat. But since the 
Louisville Commercial has made its war 
on tthe faro banks he has beena steady 
reader and open admirer of tbat dreadtul 
sheet. He assures us that, if there is any- 
thing he does “hybominate” it is a “deck 
of kiards;” and he tells us, with a sad ex- 
pression of countenance, that “from 
the little deuce spot. clear up to 
the ace” they have been “a h—— of a 
set to his ducks.”

As 
to the game of poker, I consider myself the 
best poker-player alive, both mentally and 
physically. But there’s no use fighting 
against luck, The run of the kiards, sir, 
will beat any living man—it’ll beat the 
oldest poker-player in the world, sir— 
and it beat me. What do.you think, 
bedad? Why, sir, at one sitting, by jingo, 
they beat a king full for me, several 
flushes, and three aces repeatedly! Ican’t 
play against no such luck as that you know. 
Of course not. I justset, sir, like a baboon 
rubbin’ a bear’s back, whilst everybody 
preyed upon me. ItI had a flush some- 
body had a full, and if I had three kings 
somebody was sure to have three aces: 
and that’s the way it went for six hours, 
until they beat me out of about—well, 
dam’ it, there’s no use specifying amounts 
—but a good deal of money. I thought I 
was playing it like a learned pig, and they 
thought I was playing it like a blasted 
jackass, which was the fact.

Reliable correspordents estimate ihat 
the expense Incurred by the two parties » 
and the damage they inflicted upon each 
other amounted to thirty-four millions of 
francs s day, or a little more than a milliard 
(or cae thousand millions) of francs a 
month. These thirty-four millions ol 
francs were distributed as follows: The 
pay of two hundred thousand national 
guards, at a franc and a half a day, 300,000 
trance; the pay of the wives and children 
of these national guards, averaging one 
persen to each soldier, at fifty centimes 
each, 100,000 trancs; loss accruing to 
$00,000 laborers of their days’ wages at 
about six francs each, 1,800,000 francs, of 
which, if you subtract the pay of the 
national guards, stil, 1,500,000 remain 
the loss Of those who employed the@e labor 
crs, 600,000 trancs; loss of manufacturers 
of the so-called articles de Paris, 2,500,000 
franca; general losses of commerce, 
10,000,000 francs; loss on the sale of 
provisions and food on account of the 
flight of eight hundred thousand persons 
trom Paria, 2,400,000 francs; loss on the 
construction of buildmgs for the same 
reason, 2,400,000 trancs; loss to the city o! 
Paris by the departwe and non-arrival of 
ope hundred and fitty thousand pro- 
vincials and foreigners, by the loss of their 
purchases apd that of their other expenses 
in the French capital, nine millions of 
francs; loss on the vacant lodgings and 
non-repted dwellings two mullions; ex- 
penses of the army of Versailles three 
millions of franca per day. Sum total 
more than thirty-tour millions of francs 
per day, or about a thousaud and twenty- 
five millions of fraucs a month. 

Tits iearful expense had to be borne, in 
addition to the cruel ravages of a foreiga 
war, by ap impoverished country for more 
tban two months. And this list does not 
include all. It does not include the enor- 
mous losses incurred by the long-continued 
bombardment of Paris, the destruction of 
the costly tortifications ‘and suburbs, the 
feariul amount laid in ashes by the con- 
flagrations durimg the Jast days of the 
Commune, and the immense losses inflicted 
on the surrounding country, and on France 
in general, by the paralyzation of trade 
aud the absence of the soldiers of the 
Versailles army from the ordinary pursuits 
of life. It does not conta the immense 
sums required for the support of the Gere 
man army, held in its full strength in 
France on account of the insurrection, and 
the losses sustained by the provinces 
which the Germans occupy, whose pres- 
ence must act in anything but a salutary 
manner on the business of the occupied 
districts, nor the immense, almost irrepar- 
able injury inflicted on the French credit, 
which will make it impossible for that 
country to borrow money advantageously 
in her present necessity. All these causes 
will swell the sum to at least double, and 
place it in the neighborhood ot about five, 
nilliards of francs, or a thousand millions 
of dollars, the amount of the German war 
indemnity paid ever again. Truly France 
was pupished almost too severely for the 
perversity of some of her children; and 
then it 1s doubtiul it she has yet reached 
the end of her troubles.

SUNSTROKE. 


A Frankfort Merckant Dies in First- 
street Station-house. 

At First-street station-house about 6 o’clock 
yesterday evening the Coroner held an inquest 
OB the body of a man who had died there a short 
time previously. The factof the man’s dying 
Bhere was purely accidental. name of the 
deceased was Frederick Keune, and be kept a 
cosfectionery store at Frankfort, Ky. It seems 
that on the occasion of the great Ore at Frank- 
fort, last November, be was exposed ia some 
Way and the result was a congestive chill, 
from whieh he mever quite recov- 
ered. He leh Frankfort op Saturday last 
to consult some physician in this chy, and ar- 
rived here by the six o’clock train. His wife and 
two of his children accompiaied him. They 
went to stay at the Farmers’ Home, on Market 
street, between First and Brook streets. Oa 
Saturday evening be was very weak and very 
ili. WhuUe going Gown te supper he haa to cling 
to the stairs for support. At oigoi be remarked 
to his Wile tbat he wished be bad not left home, 
as be Was certain he could pot hve until morn- 
lpg. 

He came downto dinner yesterday but coyld 
mot eaf. He went out ipio the garden tw ge: 
some fresh air, but he vecame so faint that a 
geniieman baa to suppor: aim to prevent his 
falling. At about a quart r to 2 o'clock he went 
Out os be asseried “to find that doctor,’ though 
his wife urged himto walt until the morrow. 
Af er go'ne down market sireet. it is sapposed 
that feeling bis iUpess ipcreasing he returned 
and entered Mrs. Biack’s boarding-house on 
Market, beiweeu First and Second streets, prob- 
ably mi-taking her house’for the hotel at which 
be had been stopplog. He stood in the hall and 
struck the floor with his cain, as if to summon 
assistance. The people of the house, supposing 
the men to tuffefing from delirium tremens, 
seut for the police. Lieutenant Sinkhorn spd 
Ofcer Fritz went Ww tbe bouse and foucd tha: 
Mr. Keun+ was upabie to sprak. Both the offi- 
Ceres eertstéd Mr. Keua2 to the station, as they 
did not knOW where else to bring him. TLey 
pieced bim on & loutbge, summoned @ physician 
to attend him. and were most assiduous in pro- 
Vielog everyibing for the relief of the sufferer. 
He appeared to undergo great sufering, but was 
unable te utter a gingie word from the ime the 
Officers took care of him. A‘ half-past 5 o’cloc< 
Mr. Keune died. 

The Coreper’s. jury, after bearing ihe evidence 
giv@ by the officesrand the doctor, returned a 
verdict sesigning the cause of death to disease 
of the heart anu sunstroke. 

Duripg ihe absence of Mr. Keune, whea he 
left In search of the doctor, bis wile had a strong 
lnrpression that she would never again see him 
alive—a preseatiment which was only too accu- 
rately verified. Deceased has left a wife and 
four children, three boys ana a girl, the eldest of 
whom is about fcurteen years of sage, acd the 
youngest an infant of ten mMohths. He was about 
forty-six years old, at.d was well known by many 
of the leading merchanis of thts city. 

His remems were brought to an und:rtakers’ 
last night, and they will be taken to Frankfort 
by an early train to-day.

AGRICULTURAL. 


Test of Reapers and Mowers by the 
Louisvilie and Jefferson County 
Agricultural Association—A 
Spirited Competition. 


AWARD OF PREMIUSS: 


- A trialof reapers and mowers, under the ah- 
spices of the Louisville ana Jefferson County Ag- 
ricultural A:sociation, came off last week on the 
farm of Mr. M: P. Hyatt, near the Brownsboro 
road, about four and a half miles from tne city, 
The com petiiion wes not restricted to any partic- 
ular locality. Premiums were offered as follows; 
For the best combmed reaper and mower: 
$50; for the best single reaper, $35; and for 
the best single mower $35. Last Priday and Sat- 
urday were occupi+d with the trial. Though 
there is scarcely a single subject which can ex- 
cite so much interest among those connected dl- 
rectly or indirectly with agricultural machinery 
asa test of this kind, strange to say there were 
but very few persone presen', a8 spectators, on 
either of the days. Perhaps the best and most 
plausible reason which can be assigned for the 
slim atterdance is that the farmers are all pretty 
busy at work on their farms at this season, 
FIRST DAY. 

On Friday the trial of the mowers was pro- 
ceeded with. Stx machines were put In compe- 
tition, Meesrs. Wiard, McGee & Oo., of Louisville, 
entered two machines, the Backeye, Senior, and 
the Buckeye, Junior—both manufactured atthe 
thd Lafayette Agriculioral Works, Lafayette, la- 
dlane; Messrs. Lewis, Gace & Co, Of Louisvilie,. 
‘entered the Buckese State, manegfactured by the 
Portsmouth Agricultural Works, Portsmouth, 
Obio: Mr. 8S. W. Pope entered the Louteviile 
Mower, manufactured by the Louisville Agricul- 
turel Works, Louisville; Mr. 8. P. Wallace en- 
tered the World Mower, manufactured 
by Messrs, E. Ball & Co. Of Canton, 
Ohio: Messrs. Hays & Bell, of Louisville, 
entered the Kirby two-wheel mower, manufac- 
tured by Messrs. D. M. Osborne & Oo., Auburn, 
New York. 

Some remarks were made onthe ground re- 
garding the absence of the Champion machine, 
but the agents for this machine have, no dowbdt. 
ample reasons of their own, satisfactory net 
oply to themselvés but to the public, for not en- 
tering their maciine. 

During the forenvon of Friday the gentlemen 
wbo bad brought machines were engaged in run- 
nipg thtmio détermine the working order of 
the severai parts before the time of trial. 

Atout one o’clock an exceltent luncheon was 
served in the open air by the owner of the farm 


residcnee. Immediately thereafter the arrange- 
ments for the competition were formally com- 
ménced. 

The following gentlemen were appointed to 
actus jucges to determine the respective meri's 
of the mochines: W. C. Arterburn, Esq., chair- 
man of the committee; J. B. Parks, Esq., secre- 
tary; and Messre. J. L. Hyatt, J, 0. Rudy, and 

- T. Waikine, members. Mr. Richard Herr 
acted as ficld marshal. li was permitted those 
who bad entered machines to odjvct to any of the 
jadges, but no objection was offered. There was 
no one, however, pre ent to teke the places of 
any to whom excepiiorn might be taken. 

A clover-ligid was selected to be operated up- 
op. lt was exeredipely rougb, uneven and oth- 
wise well quaiffied to test the ability of any ma- 
chine, eliher’as fo its power of endurance or its 
cutting properties. A committee appointed by 
the secretery laid off and staked the field into 
two-acire sections, for which afterwards lots 
were drawn by the representatives of the ma- 

chines 

The "Loulsville Mower drew the firat lands. 
This machine haga wrought angled iron frame, 
20 designed as ‘o secure perfect solidity. Its 
gearing is simple, and the nuts are so locked as 
to preciude their working loose or coming off 
unger any cireumstapces. A patented spring 
supports a pert of the weight of the cutter-bar 
The mounting of the machine ts such that the 
driver is enabled to see and oil all of the working 
parts of the machine whilst occupying his seat. 
The length of the cutter-bar, in (Ne rear of the 
machine, is four feet, ani the price was giver at 
$130. It worked exceedingly weil. Ail of the 
parts of the machine well sustained the stresa to 
which they were subjecied, and though in opera- 
tion it was a little noisy, the friction did not seem 
to be great. 

The Buckeye Junior had the land deaignated as 
No. 2 assigned te it. This machine has a cast- 
iron frame. A brace runs from the cutter-bar 
to the rear Of the frame so that if the bar 
sirikes apy obstruction the strain js thrown ou 
tbe rear of the frame. Toe pitman cen be 
lengthened and shortened at pleasure. By a cer- 
tain arranbgement toe culter-bar can be foided 
back flat on the frame. So far as could be de- 
tesmined the cutting by this machine was clean 
for the most part; bui in several piaces the cut- 
ter-bar had dragged womewhbat, leaving portions 
of clover that were not cut property. 

Land No. 3 was aliotied to the Buckeye state 
machine. The frame of this machine is mounted 
upon {wo drive wheels, capable of acting inde- 
pendently, end thus communicating a sieadys 
motion to the knives. In backing the machiae 
is (brown out of gear. By an ingenious arrange- 
ment the babbitted bearings are rendered seif- 
olling, and all waste of lubricant avoid- 
ed. This machine bas but ome double 
bevel-wheel, keyed firmly tothe axle, whicb, 
acting upon two bevel pinions, gives motion to 
the spur-wheel shaft.
